FOREST RMISEO

20—Metro­ 
politan -cowboy s” or “ drugstore 
johnnies” haven’t a chance 
of 
landing a job with Uncle Sam’s 
forest ranger service. Yet 
they 
apply at the rate of 15,000 a y ear 
or about 50 daily . 
The job of a forest ranger has 
its thrills and 
adventures, the 
Forest Service admits, but it is 
far from being a vacation in the 
•big open spaces” with pay , or a 
duplicate career of those enjoy ed 
by the two-gun men of old. 
In addition to being 
able 
to 
endure the phy sical hardships of 
fire fighting and other 
heavy 
outdoor work, the 
department 
say s the forest 
ranger 
must 
“ know something.” 
He must have the 
technical 
knpwledge necessary for the ad­ 
ministration and development of 
the forest resources in his dis­ 
trict; he must know field work. 
Sale of timber, grazing of live­ 
stock, and many other 
tasks 
come under the headifig of field 
work. The rangers must 
have 
ex ecutive ability to organize and 
direct fire fighting crews when 
flames threaten 
the 
forests, 
must know how to survey their 
territory ; 
maintain 
telephone 
service in their section and^keep 
open mountain roads and paths. 
“ Most y oung men believe the 
job of forest ranger is just one 
round of pleasure in the 
out­ 
doors,” a member of the bureau 
said. “ They have an idea all a 
ranger has to do is to ride horse­ 
back through the territory , 
see 
that there are no fires and 
to 
flirt with the 
female 
tourists 
and direct them about his reser­ 
vation.” 
“ Many applicants have 
been 
induced to pay for correspond­ 
ence courses which claim with­ 
out foundation tha t they 
will 
qualify them for the work,” 
he 
said. -In the 
national forest^ 
west of the 
Mississippi 
river, 
practically every new ranger em­ 
ploy ed to fill vacancies has had 
college training in forestry , and 
in the western forests, the pro­ 
portion of college trained rang­ 
ers is increasing as new men are 
employ ed.” 
While 15,000 is 
the 
average 
number of applicants the vacan­ 
cies in the service during 
the 


y ear number less tha n 50, 
the 
bureau said. The ranger service 
includes 9 00 men. 
Only qualified applicants living 
in the state in which a vaeancy 
occurs, are eligible.

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DARROW ON CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 
Clarence Darrow, 
prob ab ly the 
cou ntry s 
most famou s criminal lawyer, is nevei happy 
unless he is hacking some cau se that does not 
enjo y any overwhelming popu larity su pport. 
Not long ago Darrow was elected president 
of the Anti-Capital Pu nishment Leagu e. 
He is 
now seeking fu nds to enab le the leagu e to pu t 
on a new drive for the ab olition of capital pu n­ 
ishment in the United States. 
Darrow’s chief ob jection to capital pu nish­ 
m ent seems to b e that it hits the poor man hard­ 
er than it does the rich man. 
“Why shou ldn’t the poor man kill to get 
money when the rich man, wealth-crazed, can 
thwrart ju stice with impu nity, even with praise? 
demands Darrow. ‘ Only the poor ever su ffer, 
cannot recall that a wealthy peison ev 
b een execu ted.” 
Darrow, in this particu lar instance, shou ld 
know whereof he speaks. Several years ago the 
whole cou ntry was shocked b y an inexpressib ly 
b ru tal mu rder committed b y two rich you ng men 
in Chicago. 
Their 
crime was so lacking 
in 
t location that it seemed a foregone conclu - 
ion that they wou ld hang for it; b u t they were 
ab le to hire the b est criminal lawyer in the cou n­ 
try, and he saved their preciou s necks for them 
and won them life imprisonment instead. Their 
lawyer, as you 
dou b tless recall, was 
Clarence 
Darrow, himself. 
Indeed, althou gh Darrow 
didn’t cite that 
case, it does b ear ou t his contention. Who can 
dou b t that Leopold and Loeb wou ld have hanged 
in short order if they had not had the money to 
finance an expensive legal b attle? 
Darrow has other ob jections to capital pu n­ 
ishment, however. 
“Execu tions are b arb aric, horrib le and u tter­ 
ly u seless, ’ he says. “Capital pu nishment doesn’t 
stop crime. 
Great Britain, hanging 
ab ou t 15 
persons a year while we execu te two or three 
hu ndred, has far less crime than the United 
States.” 
Prob ab ly, if 
capital 
pu nishment 
ever 
is 
ab olished, it will b e that last argu ment that will 
do it. 
We may not b e moved b y hu mane con­ 
siderations; 
b u t if we can b e convinced that 
execu tions don’t really do nay good, we prob ab ly 
will ab andon them qu ickly. 
If Darrow is wise 
he will hammer away along that line. 


SPEAKING OF “ BLINDFOLD TESTS” —! 


WHY BOYS TURN TO CRIME. 
How do you ng men happen to stu mb le into a 
life of crime — especially when they are from 
good families and enjoy all ordinary advantages? 
A good many answer have b een propou nded. 
Bu t did it ever occu r to you that the hectic pace 
of the modern age, in which so tremendou s an 
emphasis is placed on things one has rather than 
the things one does, may b e at least partly to 
b lame? 
Here is a little story from Kansas City that 
illu strates the point. 
Two b oys there left high school to go to 
work. 
They came from 
good families; 
their 
fathers were 
contractors, and the 
b oys were 
b rou ght u p amid good su rrou ndings and seem­ 
ingly had every chance to b u ild good, honest 
lives. 
Bu t the job s they had didn’t b ring them as

So the two b oys agreed to “get some easy 
money — b y b andrity. 
They decided that the;> 
wou ld b e very carefu l; they wou ld never kill any­ 
one, and they wou ld b e wise enou gh not to get 
cau ght at their rob b eries. 
They engaged in several small holdu ps and 
su cceeded. 
They felt that their system was a 
good one. 
They were carefu l. This was b etter 
than stru ggling along on the low wages their 
job s were paying them. 
One night they tried to hold u p a gasoline 
station. 
One of them aimed a revolver at the 
attendant. 
The attendant threw u p his hands. 
T he n 
either b y accident, or b ecau se of spasm 
of panic — the gu n was fired. 
The attendant 
fell dead. The police — b ecau se the you ng b an ­ 
dits were b u nglers, after all — arrested them a 
few hou rs later. 
Now the b oys face th£ electric 
chair. 
Following the arrest they confessed every­ 
thing. 
And it does seem to u s that there is a 
little moral in this story. The you ngsters were 
infected b y the cu rrent rage for easy money and 
plenty of lu xu ries. 
It seemed so simple to do. 
They did it — and there you are. 
Isn’t the age itself partly to b lame?

If so many persons hadn't 
voted the straight Repu b lican ticket 
b lindly for fear of the Pope, if so 
many others hadn’t voted straight 
Democratic on accou nt of the Ku 
Klu x Klan and if so many workers 
had not voted for Smith in the hope 
of more and b etter b eer, says Mr. 
Berger, he wou ld easily have b eepi 
elected.• v. 
• * * 
/CONCERNING national politics, 
^ Mr. Berger says there is only 
one party except for the Socialists 
and that the Democratic party has 
b een non-existent for many years. 
Another party mu st develop as a 
strong opposition grou p which in 
time will b e elected to ru n the na­ 
tion, says he, whether it b e the So­ 
cialist party or some other pro­ 
gressive movement. 
The Socialists, claims Mr. Berger, 
are possessed of a marvelou s resili­ 
ency.

We give this week the story of 
the Davis-Nelson trou b le at the 
G alt 
Hou se, Lou isville, 
Ken­ 
tu cky, on Sept. 29, 1862. Both 
b rave Union soldiers and Davis a 
Hoosier. 
- 
William Nelson was b orn at 
Maysville, Ky., in 1825, and en­ 
tered the U. S. navy in 1840. In 
1847, he commanded a b attery, 
at the siege of Vera Cru z. After 
the Mexican war, he served 
in 
the Mediterranean and 
Sou tn 
Pacific and in 1854 was promoted 
to the rank of master*, to that o? 
lieu tenant in 1855 and to com­ 
m ander in 1858, when he trans­ 
ported to Africa, tho negroes 
rescu ed from the slave ship 
Echo. 
In 1861, he was in commanu 
of Ordinance 
at Washington 
and was placed in command o 
the gu n b oats, on the Ohio river. 
Leaving the navy he was placea 
in 
command of the military 
forces in Kentu cky, with head­ 
qu arters at Camp Dick Rob in­ 
son. 
As b rigadier general, he took 
part in the b attle of Shilah, wa.\ 
wou nded at Richmond. Ky., anc 
placed in command at Lou isvilL 
in 1862, to resist Braggs invasion 
It was here he m et his death 
Sept. 29, 1862. 
Jefferson Colu mb u s Davis, wa. 
b om March 2, 
1828, at 
Clark 
cou nty, Indiana, where, he was 
going to school when tne Mexi­ 
can war b roke ou t. He left schoo 
and enlisted in the 
army 
ana 
promoted lieu tenant in the regu ­ 
lar army. 
He was at Su mpter, April IS­ 
IS* 1861, when Beau regard start­ 
ed the Reb ellion. Promoted to 
b rigadier, 
he 
commanded a 
b rigade, du ring the war and 
was at Corinth, Pea Ridge, Stone 
River and with Sherm an’s fam ­ 
ou s campaign. 
In 1865 he was b revetted major 
general and stationed on 
the 
Pacific coast. After Gen. Canb y’s 
mu rder, b y Captain Jack, the 
Modoc’s chief, du ring a cou ncil 
of war, Gen. 
Davis was sent 
against, and completely su b du ed j 
that trib e. 
In 1862 Davis figu red 
in the 
organization of Indiana troop o 
and the defense of the Ohio and 
reported to Nelson, his su perior 
in command. Davis was a favor­ 
ite of Gov. Morton, althou gh 
a 
regu lar army officer and in some 
manner, each incu rred the LI 
will of Gen. Nelson. 
On Thu rsday, Sept. 26, 
186?, 
Davis called on Nelson, who was 
in command at Lou isville with 
headqu arters at the Galt Hou se. 
Previou s 
interviews 
b etween 
them had ended ab ru ptly, b e­ 
cau se of Nelson’s sharp, 
dicta­ 
torial manner, who had b een a 
lieu tenant in the navy, where 
su ch overb earing m anners were 
expected and his transfer to the 
army b rou ght with him his dis­ 
position. 
Davis smilingly advanced to­ 
ward! Nelson, as thou gh no harsh 
word had ever passed, and greet­ 
ed him "warmly as he was a 
su perior officer. 
In 
speaking 
ab ou t his need of 
gu ns, Davis 
u sed the word -ab ou t” which so 
angered Nelson that he b lu rted 
ou t, **G-d d-n you r ab ou ts—don't 
you know how many men you 
have in you r command?” Davis 
tried to 
excu se the 
u se of 
-ab ou t” b y stating, that it was 
imposib le to say how many, b e­ 
cau se of changing conditions and 
again b egan to say -ab ou t how 
many now”, which so enraged 
Nelson tha t he said, -You are a 
Hell of a general. You are not fit 
to command men. Get ou t of my 
sight G-d d-n you . I will relieve 
you and send you to Cincinnati. 
Get ou t of my sight or (oath) I 
will arrest you , and send you u n­ 
der gu ard, 
to Cincinnati, you 
(oath) pu ppy.” 
Davis was stu ng to the qu ick 
b u t his military edu cation had 
tau ght him to control himself 
and he left Nelson’s presence and 
went to Cincinnati, where he re­ 
ported to General Wright, on his 
arrival the 28th, there in su per­ 
ior command. 
The following morning, Gen­ 
eral Davis, in company with 
Governor Morton, Captain Gib ­ 
son and another officer, went 
to Lou isville and to the 
Hou se, where they met 
Nelson in front of the 
cou nter. 
-Good morning Gen. Nelson,” 
greeted Gen. Davis. “I have call­ 
ed to see if we cannot settle the 
m atter which is b etween u s.” 
Davis had not finished w hat he 
wished to say when Nelson ex­ 
claimed with an oath, “What 
are you doing here?” “Get ou t of 
my way you contemptib le (oatb > 
pu ppy,” at the same time strik­ 
ing Davis in the face, with 
the 
b ack of his hand, and 
tu rning 
to Gov. Morton said, “And you 
came here, to witness did you 
(oath) you ?” 
Nelson tu rned on his heel and 
walked ou t of the office into the 
hair and went to his roorn^ 
Davis at once Approached Cap­ 
tain Gib son and b orrowed a re­ 
volver which he pu t in his pocket 
and went to the door, which Nel­ 
son had ju £ t passed. 
In a little while Nelson came 
from his office, walking down the 
lo ng hall. With his right hand 
ttfhlnx ) him a nd his ie£ t in the 


right b reast of his coat. This was 
a favorite pose of Nelsons, b u t 
Davis knew nothing ab ou t it, 
natu rally su pposed Nelson was 
armed. 
The office and hallway were 
separated b y glass, dou b le doors. 
Into this opening Davis stepped, 
with drawn pistol and cahed to 
Nelson to stop and defend him­ 
self. Ignoring the remark, Nel­ 
son, withou t changing 
poshicn 
of his arm, advanced u ntil he 
reached the end of the stair 
b alu strade when Davis fired, the 
b u llet entering Nelson’s b reast, 
immediately ab ove where his left 
arm crossed it. 
Nelson grasped the rail of the 
stair case and fell on the lower 
step* Davis was at once 
su r­ 
rou nded b y his friends and the 
greatest 
excitement prevailed. 
The b itter feeling which had 
existed b etween Gen. 
Nelson 
and Gov. Morton proved to b e 
‘personal and in no way jeopar­ 
dized tl^e good feelings b etween 
the states for while Davis was a 
b orn -H ooker” and Nelson a 
b orn 
-Corncracker", 
neither 
was a resident of the state 
oi 
his b irth. 
Nelson’s favorite troops were 
Indianians, his physician called, 
when he was shot was Dr. Ben 
Newland and the minister, wao 
attended him was Rev. Talb ot an 
Episcopalian minister, who was 
called when the wou nd was pro­ 
nou nced fatal. 
When the clergyman entered 
the room Dr. Newland and others 
retired to the other side 
and 
Rev. Talb ot 
propou nded 
the 
qu estions of the b aptismal ritu al 
for adu lts and Nelson gave as­ 
sent to each and feeling his time 
short he said, -Baptize me qu ick 
doctor,” 
When Rev. Talb ot read 
from 
the scriptu re, “If we from ou r 
! hearts forgive not every one his 
I b rother, his trespasses neither 


j will ou r heavenly Father forgive 
i u s ou r trespasses,” Nelson cau ght 
the idea and said qu ickly. "Gen­ 
eral Davis has killed me, b u t I 
forgive him from my heart— 
doctor from the b ottom of my 
heart.” 
W ater had b een provided and 
while his life b lood eb b ed away 
the sacram ent of Baptism wa 
administered, to the lion-face 
dying soldier. In ten minu tes his 
sou l had fled, while his renown 
on land and sea b ecame and re­ 
mains his cou ntry’s forever. 
His b ody was placed tem por­ 
arily in Cave Hill cemetery b u t 
was b u ried later at Camp Dick 
Rob inson. Few* will qu estion that 
Nelson’s b ad temper and dirty 
insu lts b rou ght ab ou t his u n­ 
timely end and that Davis wou ld 
have b een b randed as “a coward 
and poltroon” and driven from 
the army, if he had not resented 
it. 
Tru e 
Nelson was 
u narm o 
when shot b u t his actions and 
attitu de, warranted Davis, in b e­ 
lieving the reverse. When Nelscn 
slapped him and when on his re­ 
tu rn from his rooms, he delib ­ 
erately walked towrard Davis, in 
a threatening attitu de and fail­ 
ed to stop, when challenged, or 
to say he was u narmed, when 
Davis told him to stop and de­ 
fend himself, b u t ranking Davi j, 
he hau ghtily ignored him. 
Davis was exonerated of b lam 
and continu ed in the army as 
major general u ntil the close of 
the war, when he was placed in 
command of the Pacific coast 
and was the first U. S. Army offi - 
cer to hold command in Alarire 
where a new post, Ft. Davis, w?s 
named after him in 1900. Whne 
commanding, Dept, of the Lakes, 
he died at Chicago, 
Novemb er 
30, 1879. 
No school history and few en­ 
cyclopedias * contain even 
an 
allu sion to this famou s tragedy 
and ou tside of newspaper files, it 
is u nwritten history. Most per­ 
sons associate the name Davis, 
with 
the president 
of 
the 
Sou thern Confederacy b u t Jef­ 
ferson! C. Davis wras a b orn and 
b red Hoosier, who served with 
distinction in the Mexican and 
Civil wars, not to speak of his 
Indian campaigns.

DAKROW ON CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 
Clarence Darrow, probably the 
country's 


most famous criminal lawyer, is never happy 
unless he is hacking some cause that does not 
enjoy any overwhelming popularity support. 


Not long ago Darrow was elected president 


-of the Anti-Capital Punishment League. He is 
now seeking funds to enable the league to put 
on a new drive for the abolition of capital pun- 
ishment in the United States. 


narrow's chief objection to capital punish- 


ment seems to be that it hits the poor man hard- 
er than it does the rich man. 


"Why 
shouldn't the poor man kill to get 


money when the rich man, wealth-crazed, can 
thwart justice with impunity, even with praise? 
demands Darrow. "Only the poor ever suffer. I 
cannot recall that a wealthy person ever has 
been executed." 


Darrow, in this particular instance, should 


know whereof he speaks. Several years ago the 
•whole country was shocked by an inexpressibly 
brutal murder committed by two rich young men 
in Chicago. 
Their crime was so lacking 
in 


ti- cation that it seemed a foregone conclu- 


ion that they would hang for it; but they were 
r.ble to hire the best criminal lawyer in the coun- 
try, and he saved their precious necks for them 
and won them life imprisonment instead. Their 
lawyer, as you doubtless recall, was Clarence 
Darrow, himself. 


Indeed, although Darrow 
didn't cite that 


case, it does bear out his contention. Who can 
doubt that Leopold and Loeb would have hanged 
in short order if they had not had the money to 
finance an expensive legal battle? 


Darrow has other objections to capital pun- 


ishment, however. 


"Executions are barbaric, horrible and utter-

but if we can be convinced that 


executions don't really do nay good, we probably 
will abandon them quickly. If Darrow is wise 
he will- hammer away along that line. 


SPEAKING OF "BLINDFOLD TESTS 


WHY'BOYS TURN TO CRIME. 


How do young men happen to stumble into a 


life of crime - especially when they are from 
good families and enjoy all ordinary advantages? 


A good many answer have been propounded. 


But'did it ever occur to you that the hectic pace 
of the modern age, in which so tremendous an 
emphasis is placed on things one has rather than 
-the things one does, may be at least partly to 
blame? 


Here is a little story from Kansas City that 


illustrates the point. 


Two boys there left high school to go to 


work. 
They came from 
good families; their 


fathers were contractors, and the 
boys were 


brought up amid good surroundings and seem- 
ingly had every chance to build good, honest 
lives. 


But the jobs they had didn't bring them as 


much money as they wanted. 
One of them 


bought a small automobile. The monthly pay- 
ments were more than he could meet. 
But he 


"had to" keep the car; other yourfg men had 
them, and he was not going to lag behind the 
procession. 


So the two boys agreed to "get some easy 


money — by bandrity. They decided that tnej 
would be very careful; they would never kill any- 
one, and they would be wise enough not to get 
caught at their robberies. 


They engaged in several small holdups and 


succeeded. 
They felt that their system was-a 


good one. 
They were careful. This was better 


than struggling along on the low wages their 
jobs were paying them. 


One night they tried to hold up a gasoline 


station. One of them aimed a revolver at the 
attendant. The attendant threw up his hands. 
Then — either by accident, or because of spasm 
of panic — the gun was fired. The attendant 
fell dead. The police — because the young ban- 
dits were bunglers, after all — arrested them a 
few hours later. Now the boys face the electric 
chair. 


Following the arrest they confessed every- 


thing. And it does seem to us that there is a 
little moral in this story. The youngsters were 
infected by the current rage for easy money and 
plenty of luxuries. It seemed so simple to do. 
They did it — and there you are.

Gait House, Louisville, Ken- 
tucky, on Sept. 29, 1862. Both 
brave Union soldiers and Davis a 
Hoosier. . 


William Nelson was bom at 


Maysville, Ky., in 1825, and en- 
tered the U. S. navy in 1840. In 
1847, he commanded: a battery; 
at the siege of Vera Cruz. Af t3i 
the Mexican war, he served in 
the Mediterranean and Soutn 
Pacific and in 1854 was promoted 
to the rank of master, to that 01 
lieutenant in 1855 and to com- 
mander in 1858, when he trans- 
ported to Africa, th3 negroes 
rescued from the slave ship 
Echo. 
In 1861, he was hi commanu 


of Ordinance at Wasrangto;. 
and was placed in command o 
the gun boats, on the Ohio river. 
Leaving the navy he was placsa 
in command of the miiitarv 
forces in Kentucky, with head- 
quarters at Camp Dick Robin- 
son.

Jefferson Columbus Davis, wa,

lar army. 


He was at Sumpter, April 12- 


13*1861, when Beauregard start- 
ed the Rebellion. Promoted to 
brigadier, 
he 
commanded a 


brigade, during the war ahri 
was at Corinth, Pea Ridge, Stone 
River and with Sherman's fam- 
ous campaign. , 


In 1865 he was brevetted major 


general and stationed on the 
Pacific coast. After Gen. Canbys 
murder, by Captain Jack, the 
Modoc's chief, during a council 
of war, Gen. Davis was sent 
against, and completely subdued 
that tribe. 


In 1862 Davis figured in the 


organization of Indiana troop^ 
and the defense of the Ohio and 
reported to Nelson, his superior 
in command. Davis was a favor- 
ite of Gov. Morton, although a 
regular army officer.and in some 
manner, each incurred the ill 
will of Gen. Nelson. 


On Thursday, Sept. 26, 1862, 


Davis called on Nelson, who was 
in command at Louisville- with 
headquarters at the Gait House.

Davis knew nothing about it, 
naturally supposed Nelson was 
armed. 
The office and hahway were 


separated by glass, double doirs.

Ignoring the remark, Nsl- 
son, without changing 
position
